Other Contractors Use Cull Lumber. 

Judging by yesterday’s developments Mr. 
Demling is aot the only sidewalk contractor 
who has been prospering by means of city 
contracts. John Irving Pearce Jr. owns a 
block. of land at Seventy-fifth street and 
Stony Island avenue. 

“The city contractor, a man whose name I 


cannot remember, built a sidewalk along the — 


600 feet frontage of the property,” said Mr. 
Pearce last evening. “The walk ran up and 
down hill, and was built of cull lumber. The 
boards were uf uneven lengths, full of knot- 
holes, and some of them still wore their na- 
tive coats of bark. I complained at the City 
Hall, and. they said they would fix it. They 
went down and turned over three boards and 
left the rest as they were. I paid the city 30 
cents a running foot for the work. I am will- 
ing to make affidavit that 95 ver cent of the 
lumber in the walk is cull. This afternoon 
I went. in and registered a cowplaint with 
Commissioner Aldrich.”’ 

Street Superintendent Burke entered a gen- 
eral denial of all charges made by Mr. Du- 
rant against the management of his depart- 
ment yesterday. He declared the bills on file 
in his office show that Durant signed them 
all. Mr. Burke also said Durant, after he re- 
signed his position as Superintendent of Side- 
walks, was made inspector in the Twelfth 
Ward, and that he was discharged because he 
did not report at the City Hall. 

Dishonest Inspectors Are Ward-Workers. 

** The sidewalk inspectors, in collusion with 
Deming and other city contractors, were ap- 
pointed by the various ward organizations,’ 
saia Commussioner Aldrich. ‘** They are the 
product of the political machinery which dic- 
tates appointments of all kinds. I was 
told by ex-Assistant Superintendent 
of Streets Durant some time last 
summer that Derling was using cull lumber, 
and in that way cheating the city. I at once 
canceled Demling’s yearly contract. Dei- 
ling got all the work, he being the lowest bid- 
der. Perhaps I would have been justified in 
throwing out Demling’s bids, knowing, as I 
did, that he was robbing the city, but I did 
not adopt that course, 

‘** Tomorrow I shall announce the names of 
the inspectors whowere in collusion with 
Demling.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich said he had n6 intention of sus- 
pending Mr. Burke, and he declined to ex- 
press himself concerning that official. 

Ald. O'Neill denied in the most emphatic 
way yesterday that he had ever spoken to Mr. 
Durant in the interest of Deinling. Mr. Dua- 
rant said yesterday that he might have been 
mistaken about the Alderman, and he with- 
drew his statements concerning Mr. U’Neill. 

The State’s-Attorney -was asked yesterday 
whether he would present evidence in the 
Demling case to the grand jury. He said he 
had no official knowledge of the facts. If the 
matter should be presented to him by any of 
the city officers he would take it up. 


BLOODY DEED OF A FURIOUS HUSBAND. 


D. Hessman Horsewhips His Child and 
Nearly Murders His Wife. 

By the act of a furious husband Mrs. Yetta 
Hessman, who lives near Harlem, may die. 
She was assaulted in a frightful manner yes- 
terday and is now being cared for by neigh- 
bors. A mile and a half southeast of Harlem 
in a sparsely populatea locality is a settie- 
ment familiarly termed ‘* Little Hell,”’ but 
not until yesterday has acrime marked its 
history. 

In one of these tenement houses lives D. 
Hessman, with his wife and one child, a boy, 
5 years old. The father, a laborer, has not 
been able to bring in enough money to meet 
all household expenses, and Mrs. Hessman has 
assisted him by spending mwnany a long day 
over the washtub. 

Yesterday he walked into the kitchen, and, 
snatching up a horsewhip, brought it down 
heavily across the boy’s back three times. The 
boy’s cries of pain weretoo much for the motb- 
erto hear without interfering, although she 
herself was frightened by the insane fury into 
which her husband had wrought himself, 
Nevertheless she seized his arm as it was de- 
scending to administer another blow and 
begged him to desist. He pushed her aside 
and struck the boy again. A second time 
Mrs. Hessman sprang between her husband 
and son and the former then turned on her. 

With a singie blow in the face he knocked 
her down and with a hatchet that he picked 
up from the floor he hacked her limbs and 
body. His first blow descended on her 
left arm, from which the blood spurted 
on the floor. Again the hatchet came 
down and the flesh of Mrs. Hessman’s right 
arm was cut to the bone, the wound standing 
open for nearly four inches. Then the blows 
came faster, and the woman’s body bore sev- 
eral wounds where the dulled edge of the 
weapon had slashed through her clothing. 

Mrs. Hessinan soon relapsed into a state of 
unconsciousness and she was able to 
make no resistance as her husband gave a 
parting swing of the hatchet on her 
lett Jeg. Then throwing the blood-cov- 
ered hatchet under a table he started out 
the rear door of the kitchen. But the thought 
came to him that his work could be more com- 
pletely done, and, returning to a closet, he 
took from one of the shelves his razor. 
Glancing for a moment at the edge he tried to 
draw it across his wife’s throat. His arm was 
unsteady, however, and the blade madea 
deep wound under and across the back of her 
neck. 

Hessman left the house immediately, but 
was shortly afterward arrested and locked up 
in the Harlem calaboose. He seemed to be 
in. a dazed condition after the cell door was 


closed on him and declined to talk. 
‘WANT WOMEN TO ADOPT REFORM DRESS. 


Asked to Wear a Costume at Once Artistic, 
Beautifal, and Safe. 

Women who visit the World’s Fair at Jack- 
son Park after the opening in May next are to 
be attired in the reform dress, provided they 
accept the recommendation of the National 
Council of Women which met yesterday in 
triennial session at the Palmer House. The 
council does not recommend anything in the 
nature of a uniform. It simply asks that 
women shall wear a dress which, while com- 
bining a visible apprecianon of the artistic 
and the beautiful, shall be sufficiently short 
to enable its wearer to go up and down stairs 
without the risk of its becoming a source of 
danger to any one following behind. The 
recommendation will be incorporated in the 
report of the council and al) the gentle sua- 
sion the members can exercise will be brought 
to bear upon their sisters throughout the 
country to take the initial action in inau- 
gurating this reform. 

The question was discussed for several 
hours. A-report on the subject was presented 
by Mrs. Frances E, Russell, Chairman of the 
standing committee which makes reasonable 
dress its chief business. The other members 
of the committee, Mrs. F. S. Parker, Mrs, 
Annie Jenness Miller, and Mrs. Octavia Bates, 
gave their views and suggestions as to an ap- 
propriate garment, and the one in which Mrs. 
Miller appeared would be certain to alter the 
views of the vast number who speak with so 
much flippancy regarding 1 matter they do 
not understand. It is intended to publish the 
report, which was accepted, accompanied Ly 
cuts of the innumerable styles which can be

LEAVES SOLDIER LIFE. 


LIEUT.-OOL. TURNER RESIGNS FROM 
THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


He Gives Business as the Reason for Sev- 
ering His Connection with the First 
Regiment—His Retirement Will Be 
Keenly Felt by Officers and Men, for 
He Has Ever Advocated the Cause of 
the Citizen-Soldier—Col. Koch Shocked 
and Somewhat Discouraged. 

Lieut.-Col. Henry L. Turner, First Infantry, 
Illinois National Guard, has resigned. The 
resignation was delivered to the Regimental 
Adjutant Wednesday evening, and the officers 
and men of the command, with the exveption 
of Col. Koch, are yet in ignorance of it. To 
the regiment it will come like a clap of thun- 
der from a clear sky, and the loss to the Iili- 
nois National Guard will be severe. Col, Tur- 
ner has had hia resignation in contemplation 
for some time, but not until Wednesday did 
he prepare the document which will sever his 
connection with the regiment in which he has 
served for five years. The resignation reads 
as follows: 

Cuicaco, Dec. 14.—Brig.-Gen. J. N. Reece, Ad- 
jutant-General, Springfield, Ill. (Through mili- 
tary channels)—Sir: I have the honor to tender 
my resignation as Lieutenant-Colonel, First In- 
fantry, Lilinois National Guard, and to request 
that it be accepted at once. I am not responsible 
for‘any State property. Very respectfully, your 
obedient servant, Henry L. TURNER, 


Lieutenant-Colonel, First Infantry, lilinois National 
Guard. 


Probably no inan in the volunteer military 
service of the United States is more widely 
and favorably known than Col, Turner. A 
veteran of the war, with a thorough knowledge 
of what the active duties of asoldier mean, and 
an enthusiast on the subject of the National 
Guard with ample means to gratify his en- 
thusiasm, he has been a leading spirit in all 
military matters. Inthe First Regiment his 
influence, voice, ana pen have been for the 
betterment of the organization, and he has 
everywhere advocated the cause of the Na- 
tional Guard as the solution of adequate mili- 
tary protection in this country. 

Asacitizen and business-man Col. Turner 
has always been active in any work that might 
tend to advance the interests of Chicago. For 
example, during the week of the dedication of 
the buildings of the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position Col. Turner gave a ball and recep- 
tion at the armory of the First Regiment to 
visiting officers of the army, navy, National 
Guard, and Loyal Legion. He also invited 
all the distinguished guests in the city at the 
time and on the evening of the affair—Oct. 


20—20,000 people were present. The expense 


of this entertain ment, nearly $10,000, was paid 
by the Colonel personally. 


Has Worked for the Guard. 


During his association with the First Regi- 
ment he has never lost an opportunity to ad- 
vance its interests. He was one of the most 
prominent supporters of all efforts to secure 
favorable legislation for the illinois National 
Guard, and has expended time and money in 
promoting not only the interests of the serv- 
ice here, but in other States and ‘lerritories. 
His book, “‘ The Army’s Outstretchead Hand— 
Shall Not the National Guard Grasp It?” a 
volume which he published and circulated 
gratis, worked a revolution of feeling on the 
part of officers of the army toward the guard, 
and has tended materially to draw the two or- 
ganizations into the close association which 
now exist. 

Col. Turner assigns business reasons for his 
resignation. Interviewed last night, he said: 

“*T have resigned my commission as an offi- 
cer in the IImois National Guard. My busi- 
ness demands iny entire time and attention, 
and I feel that it will be impossrble for me to 
give the First Regiment the service which I 
should offer were I to remain an officer. It 
has been hard for nme to make up my mind to 
leave, for I love the service and consider it as 
patriotic a duty as any good citizen may per- 
form. I went into the reginient because I ad- 
mired it; itis a grand organization, and the 
business-men of this city, who will look to it 
in time of trouble, should rally to its sup- 
port. It is a disgraceful fact that 
service in the National Guard actually casts 
discredit upon a young man, and to my certain 
knowledge many employers will not have in 
their employ young men who enlist in a Na- 
tional Guard regiment. The patriotic serv- 
ice which the members of the First Regiment 
perform without pay and at great personal in- 
convenience ought to merit the highest re- 
spect and esteem. 

**My association with the First Regiment has 
been most pleasant. Between the command- 
ing officer, Col. Koch, and myself the kindest 
sentiment has always existed. Heisa hard- 
working, honest, thoroughly soldierly gentie- 
man, and Ihave been honored in serving 
under him. 


Deserved Thanks Are Scarce. 


“It is the same way with others. Col. 
Knox, who preceded the present commanding 
officer, literaily worked himself to death and 
no one said ‘thank you.’ Col. Wheeler of the 
Second Regiment, Lieut.-Col. Purdy, Mai. 
Moulton, ali of them grand good fellows, gave 
their time and expended their money liberally 
and seemingly to no purpose. The people 
looked on in contemptuous toleration 
and smiled at what they term ‘playing 
soldier.’ The time will come, however, 
when they will need the Guard, and then 
they may waitin vain for the brave fellows 
who are paying for the opportunity of protect- 
ing hfe, property, and the integrity of the 
State. Ishall always do everything in my 
power to encourage the Guard and I feel that 
the First Regiment is now on the road to suc. 
cess. Col, Koch is working tooth and nail to 
pay off the indebtness un the Armory, and will 
be successful.”’ 

Col, Charles R. E. Koch learned of the 
resignation yesterday. He said: ‘The resig- 
nation of Col. Turner comes to me with a 
shock. It makes me feel discouraged. He 
and I were the unly old soldiers inthe field 
of the regiment and I feel as though I had lost 
a brother. His service to the command has 
been invaluable and Ishould rather go out 
of the service today myself than see him 
leave. I have remained in command of the 
First Infantry hoping to see it ona firm 
financial basis and then, when our new home 
is. paid for, to drop out, resigning to Col. 
Turner the reins of government. I know that 
Col, Turner means just what he says or I 
should try to induce him to remain. I don’t 
know, as it is, but that I ought to send his 
resignation forward disapproved. The regi- 
ment is surely forging ahead, however, and 
before long we hope to be out of debt, and 
then I shall go out and leave the command to 
younger and better men.”

Walter Gurnesa, a Postoffice Clerk, Arrested 
for Robbing the Mails. 

Walter Gurnea,‘ clerk at -the newspaper 
general delivery window No. 24, Chicago 
Postoffice, was arrested last night by Inspect- 
or Stuart, who caught him in the act of rifling 
letters which he had just. stolen. He made 
a full confession. Inspector Stuart said 
of the case: “Gurmea fis 28 years old. 
He came into the Chicago lostoffice under 
civil service methods two yearsago. He was 
put in the paper department down-stairs, then 
on the plattorm, and last June was promotea 
to paper clerk at the general delivery. His 
mother lives in Hyde Park on Madison ave- 
nue. His father, who died seven years ago, 
was Dr. George W. Gurnea, 

“Three months ago youtg Gurnea married 
a young women from Kansas City. His people 
do not know of the wedding. He and his 
wife began boarding at Nos 876 West Madison 
street. 

“There had been complaints of missing 
letters. Employés 
was seen to leave his place occasionally and 
go to the receiving table, Where only letters 
and no papers were handled. A secret service 
man took lodging in the house with him at 
Nv. 376 West Madison strebt. He was over- 
heard tearing letters. A foom was secured 
adjoining his, a dark stor® room which he 
frequently visited, always @arrying a lantern 
or candle with him. A hol@ was cut through 
the wail and he was seen rifling letters, which 
he tore up. ' 

‘*We patched together the fragments and 
learned that chey tiad beén a package of let- 
ters mailed at Deming for Chicago which he 
had stolen in bulk, — 

* Tonight I followed him, and as | saw him 
in this dark room going through the letters I 
broke in and arrested him. These letters I 
rescued from him consisted of a package from 
Wilmington, Ill., to people in Chicago. They 
were written today.

He said that after Elston, the night 
watchman, was arrested gq year ago for steal- 
ing he quit it, but about the time of his mar- 
riage he began agaiti, The packages such as 
he stole average fifty letters each. It is im- 
possible yet to estimate the amount of his 
pilfermgs. He is upin my office writing out 
a detailed confession. The -penaity for his 
offense is five yeat®in thegenitentiary.” 


MORE TROUBLE FOR HYGEIA COMPANY. 


Its Monopoly of World’s Fair Water Priv- 
ileges to’ Be Attacked. 

The Waukesha Hygeia Mineral Springs 
company’s troubles are multiplying. The 
Wisconsin State Board of World’s Fair Com- 
missioners are now on the trail of the compa- 
ny and threaten to cause trouble before they 
get through with their investigations. The 
Hygeia company’s air-tight cinch on the wa- 
ter privileges at the Fair is at the bottom of 
the trouble. Some time ago the Wisconsin 
peopie entered into a compact with the Hy- 
geia company to supply their State Building 
with water. The company drew up a con- 
tract of the Wisconsin commission to sign in 
which the company declared that they would 
not be responsible if the supp'y of water ran 
short, and furthermore the Wisconsin people 
were not to give the water away. The 
Commissioners declined to sign the contract, 
and at once set to work to find out if by some 
means they could not get water from other 
companies. To this end they waited upon ex- 
Gov. Pound, President of the Chippewa Min- 
eral Springs company, to learn whether it was 
possible for them to enter into a contract with 
his company for the water supply for the 
State Building. In the course of his investi- 
gations Mr. Pound claims he has discovered 
that the compact between the World’s Fair 
people and the Hygeia company prohibits the 
sale of any other water, except in pint and 
quart bottles, and that at a price not less than 
15 and 25 cents respectively. It prohibits also 
the giving away of uny water for drinking 
purposes excepting lake and Apollinaris 
waters. > 

The Wisconsin people propose to fight the 
Hygeia company’s monopvuly, and either they 
will use some other water or people will have 
to slake their thirst at some other place than 
the Wisconsia Building. 


SWINDLED MR. BUCKLEY OUT OF $25. 


Mme. Modjeska’s Manager Victimized -by 
Means of a Forged Note. 

Joseph J. Buckley, the young man who 
manages Mme. Modjeska’s tours, is consid- 
ered among his professional friends one of 
the wariest and shrewdest men in the busi- 
ness, but his own opinion of his safe business 
methods received a severe setback last night 
when he lost $25 on a plain little piece of 
forgery. He was busy in the box office of the 
Chicago Opera-House when a messenger boy 
caine upto the window and thrust a note 
through. Mr. Buckley read it. It was as fol- 
lows: 


Joe: Please send me $25 quick. Will explain 
later when I see you. Joun E, HoGarry. 


John Hogarty is the manager of the “ Yon 
Yonson ” company and a bosom friend of 
Manager Buckley. “‘I wonder what’s up?’ 
Mr. Buckley murmuted as he put five crisp 
$5 bills in an envelope and handed it to the 
boy. About an hour later Mr. Hogarty came in. 
It did not take Mr. Buckley long to discover 
that he had been tricked. He rushed for 
Capt. Shea’s office and hada detective de- 
tailed on the case. The messenger boy was 
soon found. He explained that a man called 
him in front of the Grand Opera-Heuse and 
gave him the note, telling him to bring an 
answer back to the entrance of the opera- 
house where he stuod. When he returned the 
man took the envelope and disappeared.

INK AND BLOOD FLOW. 


AN AQOOUNT OF $4.20 LEADS TO A 
FOUR-HANDED FIGHT. 


Conrad and John Trier and Frank K. and 
Joe Windbiel Desist from Proclaiming 
the Beauties of the Lots in Their Addi- 
tions to Liverpool, Ind., Long Enough 
to Pound Each Other with Their Fists 
and a Patent-Stopper Ink Bottle—Hon- 
ors and Injuries About Even. 


Black ink and bieod were spilled in a room 
on the fifth floor of the Temple Court Build- 
ing yesterday at noon. The combatants were 
Conrad and John Trier on one side and Frank 
K. and Joe Windbiel on the other, and the 
battlefield in the office of the Chicago Sub- 
urban Land and Investment company. A bill 
for $4.20, commussions for the sale of lots in 
the three additions to the thriving town of 
Liverpool, Ind. (which has over 100 inhabit- 
ants), and bad blood generally were the causes 
for thé encounter, Even now that some of 
the bad blood has been spilled there is seem- 
ingly no cessation in hostilities, for Justice 
White issued warrants for the arrest of 
Frank and Joe Windbiel on a charge of as- 
sault and battery preferred by John Trier, 
and Frank Windbiel has announced his in- 
tention of causing the arrest of Conrad Trier 
on a similar charge. 

Frank K. Windbiel is President of the Chi- 
cago Suburban Land and Investment compa- 
ny and Joe Windbiel, his brother, is a clerk 
for the company. Frank Trier is a real estate 
and loan broker, with offices in the Temple 
Court Building, and is the ex-President of the 
Chicago Suburban Land and Investment com- 
pany. Conrad Trier is the father of John 
Trier and is a stockholder in the company. 
It may be added also that Mrs. Conrad Trier 
is now an agent for the sale of lots owned by 
the Chicago Suburban Land and Investment 
company, and that Mrs. John Trier until re- 
cently owned one-third of the stock in the 
Chicago Suburban Land and Investment com- 
pany. and further that Mrs. Windbiel, mother 
of Frank and Joe Windbiel, is interested pe- 
cuniarily in the aforementioned company. 
The company has a capital stock of $100,000, a 
series of additions to Liverpool, and offices in 
Rooms 504 and 506 Temple Court Building, 
in which are the various articies usual in an 
office, including a quart bottle of back ink 
and a bird’s-eye view of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition. 


Started to Collect That $4.20. 


John Trier ceased to be President of the 
company in September, being succeeded by 
Frank Windbiel, and since the change was 
made various charges have heen made against 
Trier. Conrad Trier and his wife, however, 
continued their connection with the company, 
selling lots on commission, which was due 
after each installment had been paid by the 
purchaser. 

There was a little account for $4.20 which 
Mrs. Conrad Trier had been trying for some 
days to collect, and yesterday Conrad Trier 
offered to get the money. He found Joe Wind- 
biel alone in the office, but while they were 
talking Frank came in. The dispute.over the 
money reached a point where Frank Windbiel 
spoke of John Trier in terms far from com- 
plimentary. Just at this point John walked 
in. 

Accounts differ as to what followed, but 
both sides agree there was a lively time. 
Frank Windbiel and Conrad Trier mingled in 
one corner of the room while Joe Windbiel 
and John Trier punched each other across the 
office railing. ‘Conrad Trier got down in the 
corner and being an oli man felt he was en- 
titled to some such advantage as an ink bottie 
would give him. So. he grabbed a quart 
bottle with a patent stopper and hit Frank 
Windbiel over the head with it until neighbor- 
ing tenants broke into the office and inter- 
tered. 

When stock was taken of the injuries Con- 
rad Trier had a broken scalp; John Trier two 
black eyes and a broken nose; Frank Wind- 
biel two long gashes on his head, while Joe 
Windbiel had only a bruised forehead. The 
office was a sight. The patent stopper of the 
ink bottle hadn’t worked and walls, floor, and 
ceiling were spattered with ink in diverging 
lines from acommon center which marked 
the spot where the pounding was done. The 
picture cf the World’s Fair grounds had four 
lines of spattered ink marks across its sur- 
face. There were spots of blood on the floor 
also. So far as personal injuries were con- 
cerned the two sides came out about even. 

Lots at 50 Cents a Week. 


The additions to the town of Liverpool, 
owned by the Chicago Suburban Land and 
Investment company, are twenty-five miles 
from Chicago. The land is one-half mile 
from Liverpool with its population of 100 
souls. This embryo city is at the junction of 
the Fort Wayne and the Joliet Cut-off, and 
boasts a station. The company owns 160 
acres of land, purchased in 1890 at a cost of 
$100 an acre, and which has been divided into 
eight lots to the acre. These lots are suld for 
sums ranging from $40 to $200 each, the aver- 
age price being $125. They are sold on the in- 
stallment plan at 50 cents a week, bond for a 
deed bemg given on the first, and a deed on 
the last payment. 

‘* Are there any houses or buildings on the 
property?’’ was asked Joe of Windbiel. 

‘“‘There are none there yet, but there is a 
saloon right near it, and it’s only haif a mile 
to Liverpool.”’ 

“Ts there a railroad station on the prop- 
erty?”’ 

‘‘No, there is no station there yet, but the 
Michigan Central runs through it and thecom- 
pany will build a depot when there is need for 
one,”’ 

John Trier spoke of the property as being 
of great promise. He saida contract had 
been made with Alfred Morrison for 640 
acres of land near by, and that this was to be 
platted and put on the market. Forty acres 
of the new tract have already been subdivided 
into lots. 

‘‘How much money has been expended in 
putting the property into shape, in building 
streets and sdewalks?”’ 

“T don’t know. About $2,000, though, I 
should suppose.” 

The property controlled by the company 
com prises 800 acres in all and this will make 
6,400 lots. As there have been sold so far be- 
tween 300 and 400 lots there is little danger of 
the supply running out before the opening of 
the World’s Fair.

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STOCK EXCHANGE CHOOSES A NEW HOME. 


It Will Move May 1, 1894, to La Salle and 
Washington Streets. 


The Chicago Stock Exchange will move 
from Dearborn to La Salle street. Its new 
home is to be in the office building to be built 
by the Peck estate at the southwest corner of 
Washington and LaSalle streeta. The im- 
provemnent of this corner will involve some- 
thing like $3,000,000 in land and building. 

The new building is to cover 100x180 feet of 
ground and will be named in honor of the 
Exchange, The Peck estate owns the corner 
lot, 100 feet square, on which stands the build- 
ing now occupied by the Western Union 
Telegraph company. It holds an option of a 
ninety-nine-year lease of the property adjoin- 
ing on La Salle street, covered by the Mercan- 
tile Building and owned by William A. Fuller. 
These two properties combined will give a 
ground area of 18,000 square feet. The Peck 
estate has a permit for a high building on the 
corner and probably will have no difficulty in 
extending this over the Fuller annex. The 
structure will be one of the best equipped in 
the city. It will not, however, be ready for 
occupancy by the Exchange until May 1, 1894. 

The members of the Stock Exchange have 
not been satisfied with their quarters for some 
time. Last spring it was decided that the ex- 
change was in acondition to erect its own 
building. Negotiations were opened for lung- 
term leases of several sites, but members 
soon realized that they could secure a home 
mest advantageously as tenants. When the 
Western Union company bought the Phenix 
Block negotiations between the Exchange 
Committee on Site and the representatives of 
the Peck estate were opened. Walter H. Wil- 
son was called in as an expert to place a valu- 
ation on the Washington street corner in the 
suit between the Peck estate and the Union 
Building company, which held a long-term 
lease of the corner. Since that time he has 


been identified with the property and has suc- 


ceasfully cofiducted the negotiations. 

Mr. Wilson refused last night to give any 
information regarding the deal between the 
Pecks and the Stock Exchange people. The 
Committee on Site is a unit in recommending 
that the proposal made bv the estate be ac- 
cepted and the Governing committee will 
take formal action in accepting and signimg 
a contract for a lease within a few days. The 
Stock Exchange will be given alarge ground 
floor room extending up through two stories. 
It will have two entrances, one _— Wash- 
ington and one from La Salle streets. The 
court of the building will be above the room 
leased to the exchange, which will have a 
glass roof. 

William V. Jacobs has purchased the north- 
east corner of Ninety-third street and Cottage 
Grove avenue from Daniel Fairman for $11,- 
500. This is the highest pricé paid for Cot- 
tage Grove avenue frontage south of Seventy- 
fifth street. The ‘ot is 99x100 feet in dimen- 
sions, and the sale is consequently at a little 
over $115 a front foot. 


LAKE-FRONT LEASED. 


A Resolution on the Subject Adopted by 
the Single Tax Club. 

** What Shall Be Done with the Lake-Front?”’ 
was the subject discussed by the Single Tax 
club at its meeting last night. A resolution 
was adopted asking the city authorities to 
take such steps as may be necessary to 
lease all of the ground at present available 
for business structures in the same manner in 
which the “Rookery” and other city and 
school land’ has been leased, and apply the 
money so obtained to the improve- 
ment of the submerged portion of the tract 
by necessary filling, construction of docks, 
piers, basins, etc., leasing them as fast as the 
same shall become available with a view to 
securing the largest possible amount of rev- 
enue for public use. 

John Z. White read the resolution and advo- 
cated its adoption in the principal speech of 
the evening. George VY. Wells thougiat the 
property-owners on the west side of Michigan 
avenue had legal rights involving an unob- 
structed view of the lake that would prove a 
barrier to the occupancy of the land by the 
city for the benefit of the people. 

Mr. White answered this objection by say- 
ing that the city should go ahead, occupy the 
land, and if the property-owners objected 
then was the tiine to consider them and the 
courts could decide the question. 

Judge Mark Bangs, F. W. Wittler, E. O. 
Brown, J. BP, Waters, and Edward Moore were 
made a committee to wait on Gov.-elect 
Altgeld to urge upon him the advisability of 
recommending local option in taxation.

James G. Blaine Jr., Miss Hattie Blaine, Mrs. 
Damrosch, and Mr. Blaine’s cousin, Miss 
Dodge, are all at the family residence. Out- 
side of his family and physicians and possibly 
his religious advisers nobody has been able 
to see Mr. Blaine. Until the last day -or two 
his family have been hopeful that his present 
attack was only a temporary one, but the 
signs of lost vitality are such that they no 
longer seek to comfort themselves with this 
hope. They do not give up entirely, but they 
realize that Mr. Blaine is in a much more 
dangerous condition than at any previous 
time. ; 

The distinguished patient’s present illness 
dates back only ten days. He went out driv- 
ing then and caught cold, which was followed 
by afever. For a few days this did not seem 
likely to prove more serious than the previous 
attacks. Mr. Blaine apparently was rallying 
from it, but the improvement did not con- 
tinue. He has been growing worse since last 
Saturday, though he has had one or two tem-

The Monetary Conference About to Ad- 
journ, Probably Until Spring. THE STO

monetary conference adjourned today until 
Saturaay. The report of the conference com- 
mittee was distributed among the delegates, 
but not presented to the conference. Sena- 
tor Jones spoke two hours, making his 
finishing speech. He said the American 
delegates would take the advice of the 
Russian ana Spanish delegates and not re- 
questa vote on the main rar 5 wm of bimet- 
allism. He added that he and his conferrees 
were not absolutely bound to entertain any~ 
thing except bimetallism, but that they 
wanted a wider use of silver, The 
plans presented were too unfavorable for ac- 
ceptance by the United States and the conces- 
sions rar Se | by the other governments were 
too heavy. The true ratio, in his opinion, was 
fifteen to one. «The American delegates were 
not ready to present a policy short of bimetal- 
lism. If the United States were not met part 
of the way they had a policy of their own and 
could probably take care of themselves. 

M. Allard of the Belgian delegation then 
spoke in support of his own plan, which pro- 
poses an international agreement for the pur- 
chase, under a common account, of stocks of 
silver, against which Treasury notes shall be 
issued by the contracting States, none of 
which will be obliged to coin the silver thus 

urchased or to modify its a currency 
egislation, the Treasury notes to have inter- 
national circulation. 

Sefior Osma of the Spanish delegation and 
M. Raffolovitch of the Russian delegation 
urged the American delegates not to press a 
vote on the main question at the present 


stage. i 
y eee Allison said that he and his col- 
did not ask for a_ vote 
main question. They _ fully 
appreciated the cordiahty with which the 
question had been approached by ail 
section of the canference. The proposals al- 
ready presented to the conference were of 
such a character that they would, if adopted, 
impose a heavy burden upon America. The 
American delegates could not inake conces- 
siuns without compensating amendments. He 
believed that the truest ratio between 
gold and silver was 15 to 1, and 
he wished to repeat that if there 
was any intention to resume _ the 
conference later, the United States would be 
willing to go as far as possible, with due re- 
gard to its own just interests, to satisfy the 
expectations of Europe. He promised that 
the United States would accept any scheme 
that met with general approval. 

Probably the iast session for the present will 
be held Tuesday. A proposal will then be 
made that the conference adjourn to June 6 
without dissolving. : 

{The comuwittee appointed by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Conference to consider the 
various projects submitted tothe conference 
have adopted a report, im which they state 
that in considering the various proposals sub- 
mitted to them they confined themselves to 
the study of general principles, and did not 
discuss the details necessary to give the sev- 
eral proposals effect. After reviewing the 
reasons for and against the different plans the 
report concludes: 

“Having regard for the fact that the confer- 
ence has not yet pronvunced on the general 
question, the committee do not feel justified 
in taking a vote upon the projects referred to 
them, orin attempting to formulate a com- 
promise between the varying monetary doc- 
trines advanced.”

Panis, Dec. 15.—At a Cabinet meeting held 
at the Elysée today M. Bourgeois, Minister of

Pourquery de Boisserin to invest the Panama 
Investigating Commission with judicial pow- 
ers. 

When the question came up in the Chamber 
of Deputies today the galleries were crowded. 
Every Deputy was in his place and an atmos- 
‘phere of intense excitement pervaded the 
house. 

M. Hubbard, member for Seine-et-Oise, 
opened the discussion by calling for the im- 
mediate discussion of the De Boisserin pro- 
posals, and M. Ribot, Premier, supported the 
motion.

They generally refuse to make statements 
compromising others, although it has been 
found that the wife of Claudio Vicuna had 
been supplying funds for the plotters. Vi- 
cuna is going to Europe from Buenos Ayres 
now that the plot has failed.

AWAY PROM PARALYSIS. 


He Attended the Reception Which Pref- 
aced the Boston Merchants’ Association 
Banquet and While in Conversation 
with Friends Was Stricken—Death of 
Senator Gibson of Louisiana at Hot 
Springs, Ark.—Funeral of Thomas J. 
Lieb—John Emile Lemoinne Dead. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 15.—{Special.]—The 
death of ex-Congressman Leopold Morse just 
before the annual banquet of the Boston Mer- 
chants’ Association at the Hotel Vendome this 
evening casta gloom over the assemblage. 
Mr. Morse had called at the hotel to meet 
many of his vld friends why were among the 
invited guests. Heshook hands with them 
and became somewhat excited. He was 
noticed to grow paler and sink into a chair. 
A physician pronounced ita shock of paralysis. 
He was removed to a house almost opposite, 
where he died within an hour. 

The banquet was largely attended, several 
Congressmen and ex-Consuls being among the 
guests. The subject for discussion was: “‘ The 
Consular System of the Unitea States; What 
It Is and What It Should Be.” Mr. Hitt de- 
clared that the present system is pretty much 
ali wrong, and that to become efficient 
it should be reconstructed. He thought 
Consuls should be appointed because of their 
fitness for the work, and that once appointed 
they should be assured continuance in office 
during good behavior. 

L. L. M. Curry made a plea for better pay 
for the Consuls. Q@ther speakers were Joseph 
S. Potter and Gen. Hooker. The consensus 
of opinion was that the consular and diplo- 
matic service is open to needed reform, but 
it should be maintained and made consonant 
with the wealth and dignity of the republic.

[Randall Lee Gibson, Senator from Louisiana, 
was born Sept. 10, 1832, at Spri Hill, near Ver- 
sailles, Woodford County, i was carefully 
educated, and was graduated with high honors 
as long ago as the administration of President 
Pierce. The Senator studied lawin the Tulane 
University of Louisiana, In 1855 he declined the 
Secretaryship of Legation to Spain. He enlisted 
as a private soldier in the Confederate army, 
though the son of a rich sugar planter. At the 
close of the orneeis he had risen to the rank of 
General. in the defeat of Hood at Nashville he 
successfully covered the retreat, and in Canby’s 
campaign against Mobile Gibson was detached 
with 3,500 men to Spanish Fort, where he held the 
national forces at bay for two weeks and then with- 
drew his entire command under the cover of dark- 
ness, treading a pathway only eighteen inches 
wide through a marsh. elost his fortune dur- 
ing the war, but made it up by practicing law 
at New Orleans. Mr. Gibson was elected to the 
Forty-third Congress, but was denied admission. 
He was a member of the House of Representatives 
at Washington in the Forty-fourth and three suc- 
ceeding Congresses. His term as United States 
Senator began March 4, 1833 He was President 
of the Board of the Tulaae University and man- 
aes - the $1,500,000 with which that schvol is en- 

owed.

ee: WON BY THE EDISON. 


NEW YORK OOURT OF APPEALS DE- 
OIDES IN ITS FAVOR. 


The Injunction Against the Sawyer-Mann 
Company Granted, but an Order Issued 
That the Edison Company Must Fur- 
nish Lamps When Needed — Westing- 
house People Say It Will Not Interfere 
in the Least with Their World’s Fair 
Contract for Lighting—New York News, 

New York, Dec. 15.—[Special. ]}—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals handed down 
a decision this-morning in the application of 
the Edison Electric Light company for an in- 
junction to restrain the Sawyer-Mann Electric 
Light company from making, selling, or using 
incandescent lamps on the ground that the 
Edison company was entitled to sole patent 
rights. 

The injunction was granted. The case is 
similar to that decided in the suit of the Edi- 
son company against the United States Elec- 
tric company, when the Edison was also vic- 


torious. The oraer is modified, however, in 


so far that tho right is reserved for the 
Sawyer-Mann compa.y, to move for a vaca- 
tion or suspension of the injunction in case the 
Edison company should refuse to supply lamps 
to any of the other’s customers. This was one 
of the coi, reasons which the lawyers for 
the Sawyer-Mann company urged against the 
injunction. Elihu Root contended that the 
Edison company had allowed the matter to 
pass unnoticed for several years, until his 
clients had made large contracts, including 
some at the World’s Fair, which would have 
to be abrogated, to the certain loss of millions 
of dollars. The Edison company must now 
supply the lamps or risk the chance of having 
the injuaction vacated. In summing up the 
court says: 

The alleged estoppal seems to be far reached 
and shadowy. The history whieh has been 
given shows that before the Sawyer-Mann com- 
pany was organized litigation upon the patent in 
suit and upon the Sawyer-Mann patents had com- 
menced; that in 1887 the stock inthe Sawyer- 
Mann company owned by the Thomson-Houston 
company was sold tothe consolidated company, 
a party to the suits, and that subsequently, in 
1888, the Westinghouse company, an actual eaoly 
to the litigation, boyght that portion of the stoc 
from the consolidated company which had been 
owned by the Thomson-Houston company. = 

The estoppal lacks the elements which origi- 
nally create an estoppal in pais—namely: an in- 
jury or a harmto one person resulting from a 
reliance upon the acts or declarations of another 
in which there was an element of bad faith or 
willful neglect of duty. 

The history of the connection of the Thomson- 
Houston company from 1886 to 1888 with the Con- 
solidated company and with the Sawyer-Mann 
company, the defendant, show that all these com- 
panies knew of the existence of the litigations in 
which the life of the present patent and Sawyer- 
Mann patent was at stake. There can be no 
charge of concealment or constructive fraud. 

When the sale and the agreement of 1888 were 
made there was noimplied obligation upon the 
Thomson-Houston company to remain in alliance 
with the Westinghouse system. The contingency 
that 1t might enter upon the manufacture of com- 
peting lamps was contemplated. Its union with 
the Edison patents has neither hastened nor 
facilitated the application. 

We perceive no adequate reason from _ the facts 
why the complainants should not obtain the or- 
dinary results which attend a omeheenent's suc- 
cess in a suit in equity for the infringement ofa 


modifi so as to cover only lamps made in in- 
fringement of the second claim of the patent. 
the other claims not having been infringed ac- 
cording to the adjudication of @he Circuit Court 
or of this court. 

It should also contain a provision reserving the 
right to defendant to move hereafter for the vaca- 
tion, suspension, or modification of the injunction 
upou proof of specific instances of refusal on the 
part of the complainants, or either of them, to 
supply the lamps of the patent upon terms reas- 
onable under the circumstances of the particular 
case to the owners of electric lighting plants 
which were installed before the rendition of the 
interlocutory decree of the Circuit Court sustain- 
ing the validity of the patent. 

The Edison people consider that they have 
won a decisive victory. The Westinghouse 
people do not seem to be disturbed, and al- 
though they opposed as vigorously as they 
could the granting of the injunction, they 
intimated, after the decision had been ren- 
dered, that it did not make much difference 
auyway, as they had a new lamp which uot 
only did not infringe the Edison patents, but 
was a decided improvement over all lamps 
now in use and could be sold at much lower 
prices. As to their World’s Fair contracts 
they would not be affected in the least by the 
action of the Court of Appeals. 


BANKER POST'S TRIP TO EUROPE, 


The Tdcoma Man Placed $5,000 in Gold in 
a Trunk, Then Took Ship. 

New York, Dec. 15.—[Special.|—The mys- 
tery surrounding the disappearance of Banker 
Linus E. Post of Tacoma, Wash., has been 
cleared up. Mr. Post was last seen alive and 
now turns up in Hoboken, where he took a 
steamer for Europe. There seeins to be no 
particular reason for his departure ex- 
cept censure for carlessness in his business. 
He has been of some account in commercial 
circles in the West, because he was for two or 
three years the personal agent of George W. 
Vanderbilt and handled large sums of money 
which were invested in that region by Mr. 
Vanderbilt. Post arrived in New York Nov. 
15, stopped at the Glenham, bought a steamer 
trunk, obtained a package containing $5,000 
in gold at the Mercantile Trust company’s 
office, and drove to the Hamburg-American 
Packet company’s dock. The steamer Furst 
Bismarck sailed an hour later, and it is certain 
that this ship carried Mr. Post.

An Exciting Day on the Stock Exchange— 
Unexpected Gold Shipments, 

New York, Dec 15.—[Special.]—This was the 
most exciting day the Stock Exchange has seen 
forsome time. It was the sixth anniversary of 
the famous “ tight money” panic of 1886. Halfa 
million gold was taken for export to Germany by 
a freight steamer sailing this afternoon and 
money on call loaned as high as 15 per cent in the 
last hour. The net decline averaged 1 per cent 
in the general list and 2 per cent in the indus- 
trials, the Gould stocks, and “ Nickel-Plate” 
issues. The shipment of yellow metal by today’s 
slow steamer was asurprise. It is understood 
that the gold is wanted in Germany before New 
Year’s and that it will arrive on the Continent 
sooner than if forwarded by next Saturday’s 
British steamer. A number of financial institu- 
tions were calling in loans. This caused the 
flurry in money and caused a good many stocks 
to be thrown on the market. The bears naturally 
took a hand inthe selling and some stop orders 
were uncovered. The general uneasiness was in- 
tensified by rumors of heavy further exports of 
gold Saturday.

DR. BRIGGS COMPLETES HIS DEFENSE. 


He Says He Does Not Recognize the In- 
fallibility of the General Assembly. 


New York, Dec. 15.—The Rev. Dr. Briggs 
completed his defense this sfternoon before 
the New York Presbytery. He commenced 
his argument today with a discussion of the 
discipline of the church, He did not recog- 
nize the infallibility of the Pope, and most 
certainly he did not recognize the infallibility 
of a Presbyterian General Assembly. After 
quoting from his inaugural address and 
citing passages from the ree gre in support 
of his position he exciaimed, with uplifted 
hand: ** Standing in the divine presence and 
weighing well every word 1 say, I welcome 
this contest; and, as you stand in the presence 
of a higher court than any organized by man, 
I challenge you upon your faith and trust in 
God to a righteous verdict.” There was ar 
outburst of applause, especially from the 
crowded galleries. 

Referring to the alleged fact that he had 
been published asa heretic, he said the Gen- 
eral Assembly had violated the constitution of 
the church ,and had preferred grave charges 
against him. 

I have said, and repeat it, that the Bible as a 
book is nothing more than paper, binding, and 
printer’s ink, but 1 have pointed out and insisted 
that it should be handled with reverent hands 
because it contains the divine word and the in- 
spired injunctions which lead to eternal salva- 
uon from God. The Bidle was not written by in- 
fallible pens. There were many errors in it, but 
they are not errors of deceit. They are human 
errors showing lack of knéwiedge. 

Dr. Briggs then took up considerable time 
in an interesting review of the most celebrated 
biblical scholars to show these discrepancies. 
The presbytery adjourned to meet Monday. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., Dec. 15.—[Special. ]}—At 
the Suffragan Council of the Archdiocese of St. 
Louis today Bishop John R. Spalding of 
Peoria, Ill, was recommended for elevation 
to the archiepiscopate as coadjutor to Arcb- 
bishop Kenrick. The opposition developed 
locally to Vicar-General Brady kept his naine 
from the consideration of _ the council. 
Mgr. O’Connell, Rector of the American 
College at Rome, and Bishop Edward Fitzger- 
ald of Little Rock, Ark.; John J. Kain of 
Wheeling, W. Va.; Maurice F. Burke of 
Cheyenne, Wyo., were also spoken of, but the: 
consensus of opinion favored Bishop Spald- 
ing. Bishop Burke asked tobe assigned to 
an Eastern diocese, resigning the See of 
Wyoming. BishopJohn Hennessy of Dubuque 
was recommended for the Archbishop’s pal- 
lium. 

The Council also decided to erect two new 
Sees, at Sioux City and Des Moines, Ia. The 
tilling of the vacancies at St. Joseph, Mo., 
and Concordia, Kas., was discussed but not 
decided upon. The council discussed at some 
length the utterances of Myr. Satolli, Papal 
legate, with reference to the school ques- 
tion. It is understood that the council did 
not indorse either the public school: ideas of 
Mgr. Ireland nor the proposition for a Papal 
representative in America. 

Bautimorg, Md., Dec. 15.—[ Special. |—Pub- 
lished reports give a misleading summary of 
the proceedings of the recent meeting of the 
Catholic Archbishops. After Archbishop Sa- 
tolli had stated that the Pupe desired to have 
a permanent apostolic delegation “estab- 
lished in the United States, with 
the concurrence of. the Archbishops.” 
the official proceedings state that 
he was informed at the third session that “‘ the 
metropolitans did not feel warranted in taking 
any action in so important a matter until they 
had taken counsel with their suffragans.”’ 
Cardinal Gibbons and ail the Archbishops are 
opposed to any such Papal official being sent 
here. There is not one word about the accept- 
ance of Mgr. Satolli’s schoul resolutions. 
On the contrary, all the private reports are 
that the Archbishops rejected it. 

Newark, N. J., Dec. 15.—Mgr. Doane and 
the Rev. Dr. Patrick F. McSweeney, referees 
to decide whether Vicar-General O’Connor is 
unfitted by prejudice to — as Judge of 
the court which is to try Patrick Corrigan of 
Hoboken, met this afternoon in the rectory 
of St. Patrick’s ‘Cathedral. The witnesses 
who were examined wWere to a man against 
Father 0’Connor. The arbitrators failed to 
agree, and they decided to select a third arbi- 
trator. 

Pitrsspura, Pa., Dec. 15.—The Rev. W. J. 
McCrory, the late pastorof the Oak Grove 
Presbyterian Church, whose church doctrines 
have caused him to ask for a release from the 
denomination, will likely figure prominently 
in a hereay trial. Mr. McCrory, it is alleged, 
is taking his private views into his church and 
teaching them, regardless of the denomina- 
tional views.

DISCUSS “IS MEDICINE A SCIENCE?” 
Allopaths and Homeopaths Cross Swords 
at the Sunset Club. 

Allopaths and homeopaths discussed ‘*‘ Is 
Medicine a Science?” at the Sunset club last 
night. It was argued, at times with consider- 
able warmth, that if medicine was 
a science it was only one 
of the experimental sciences, anyway. 
Charles A. Brown wasin the chair and Dr. 
Edwin J. Kuh opened the discussion by con- 
tending that medicine was a science. Catch- 
ing cold, he declared, was not the primary 
cause of inflammatory diseases of the 
throat and chest, this class of 
complaint being entirely owing to_ the 
germs of disease contained in the dust which 
ill-kept streets forced people to inhale. Then 
the doctor arraigned the muricipal powers for 
this state of things. 

Dr. Samuel Willard denied that medicine 
was a science. The management of a case, 
he declared, was akin to the trial of a case.in 
court, and he appealed to every lawyer pres- 
ent to say if it were possible for them to ab- 
solutely predict the decision of the Supreme 
Court on any contested point. 


ATTEMPT MADE TO MURDER HIPPOLYTE 


The Assassin and Captain ofthe Guard 
Shot by the President’s Order. 

Panama, Dec. 15.—The report of an attempt 
to assassinate President Hippolyte of Hayti 
is confirmed by reliable advices that have 
reached here. About 2 o’clock on the morn. 
ing of Dec. 2 asentinel discovered the would- 
be murderer lurking in the palace grounds. 
The sentinel sprang upon the intruder, who 
was armed with asharp dagger and made a 
desperate resistance. The sentry shouted for 
help, and President Hippolyte and others of 
his household, being aroused from sleep, 
rushed tothe scene. The sentry was already 
wounded and nearly exhausted. Hippolyte 
aud his friends succeeded in capturing the 
assassin. The prisoner confessed that 
he was from Jacmel and that he had come to 
Port-au-Prince with the purpose of killing 
Hippolyte. He said that there were hundreds 
ready to execute the same purpose in case he 
failed. The President deciared that if his 
orders had been carried out the assassin could 
not have gained entrance to the palace, and 
that the Captain of the guard, as well as those 
who were on guard outside, must have been 
guilty of criminal collusion or negligence. 
The President therefore orderea that the pris- 
oner should be shot at once, and that the Cap- 
tain of the guard and the sentries who were 


stationed at the entrance of the palace should , 


also be shot. The orders were at Once car- 
ried out, and the condemned persons were 
shot to death in the garden of the palace.

THE LONE REFORMER AT THE CITY HALL. 

Nothing has been printed regarding City 
Hali methods more interesting, instructive, 
and painfully amusing than the statements of 
Mr. William H. Durant, for some months As- 
sistant Superintendent of Streets and Super- 
intendent of Sidewalks, which appeared in 
yesterday’s and this morning’s Txrisune. 
Every person who thinks municipal reform is 
merely the fad of a few cranks should read 
this story of the fruitless efforts of one lone, 
forlorn individual to do his duty faithfully by 
the city and see that the taxpayers got an 
equivalent for their money. 

Mr. Durant, who was a business-man, wa3 
a member of the committee which drafted the 
reform platform on which Mayor Washburne 
ran in 1891. He was a member of the Ex- 
ecutive committee which managed his cam- 
paign. After the election he was made As- 
sistant Superintendent of Streets. Subse- 
quently, for reasons stated by him, he was 
put in charge of the construction of sidewalks. 
Believing that a contractor’s bills were ex- 
cessive and that the reports of the inspectors 
were too fmendly he made personal examina- 
tions and as a result cut down the bills, refus- 
ing to approve them for the excess. The con- 
tractor protested. Mr. Durant’s superior, ac- 
cording to the statement of the former, ap- 
proved of his course, suid ** Den’t you O. K. 
that bill” —and then * O. K.’d” it over his 
head. That was discouraging. 

Said an Alderman to Mr. Durant: ‘What 
in the world are you all the time fighting 
Demling for? Why don’t you let up on those 
men?’ Mr. Durant recommended the dis- 
charge of an inspector for making a false re- 
port. Said Mr. Burke of resolution fame: 
“Discharge him.’’ It was done. The next 
day he was restored to his plac2, and Mr. 
Burke, speaking to Mr. Durant, summed up 
the City Hall law and gospel thus: “ You 
musn’t be quite so severe. You are not run- 
ning a grocery store. This is politics.’”’ The 
gmocer ships a dishonest employé. ‘“ Politics’’ 
does so for form’s sake and then takes him 
back. 

Mr. Durant’s tender conscience and busi- 
ness methods seem to have been the cause of 
a good deal of amusement to his associates. 
And yet they appear to have respected his 
scruples after a fashion. He says: 

One day Icut down about $1,000 or $1,200 off 
about $7,000 or $8,000 of bills that came in to me in 
abatcb. Within a day or two after that Mr. 
Burke sent for me and locked the door and said: 
“Mr. Durant, this sidewalk business is a bad 
business, and we know the methods of Demling. 
We won't let you O. K. any more bills. They 
won't go through your hands any more—but don’t 
worry.” 

When Mr. Durant took charge of the side- 
walk business there were nine inspectors. Mr. 
Aldrich asked him how many-he needed. He 
said, “six, if he could pick them himself.” 
Somebody put on twenty-five more, raising 
the number to thirty-four, There was no 
work for so many, and they loafed around the 
office till Mr. Durant got ashamed to see so 
many idlers there and used to “shoo” them 
out. As no appropriation was made by the 
Council for the thousand dollars a year paid 
toeach of these needless twertty-eight men 
Mr. Durant made inquiries to find out where 
the money came from. He was met by these 
words of friendly warning: 

Mr. Durant, there was another fellow just like 
you that wanted to know about this once and he 


didn’t stay here a great while. You had better 
drop this matter of how these men get their pay. 


He did find out, however. They are paid 
from the special assessments for sidewalks. 
That is why those assessments are so high and 
why there are no rebates. Property-owners 
have to pay for good lumber where bad is fur- 
nished, and also have to cuntribute $28,000 
yearly to feed and clothe twenty-eight politi- 
cal workers who must be taken care of, This 
is murficipal politics in Chicago inthe year 
of our Lord 1892. 

At last Mr. Durant got out. He must have 
felt that he was as much out of place as a soli- 
tary Christian in acity of heathens, and that 
his notions about the need of efficiency and 
honesty, set; forth in the platform he had 
helped to frame, were obsolete and cranky. 
All his associates looked pity:ingly on him, as 
the one honest gauger of Chicago prior to the 
exposing of the whisky fraud was looked upon 
by his fellow officers. So, unable to reform 
** politics ” and fearing that “ politics’’ might 
deform him, Mr. Durant got out. 

‘Gentlemen who are talking of changing the 
city charter in order tosecyre municipal re- 
form should meditate on Mr. Durant’s story. 
They may conclude that what is needed is not 
a change of laws, nor a change of men alone, 
but a change of men and also of ideas. What 
is needed is that the voters should be taught 
to insist that the City Government shall be 
run like a grocery store and not like “ poli- 
tics.”

END OF THE TONTINE. 

The Tontine Bond Investment Association 
began todo business in this city about two 
years ago. Now it is closed up and a receiver 
has been appointed by the court. The plan of 
operations was a fraudulent one, and so de- 
scribed in Tuz Trisunz soon after the con- 
cern was floated before the public. Each 
member was to pay monthly dues for the pur- 
chase of a bond, those bonds to be redeemed 
in the order of their issue, being taken up as 
fast as funds came in, after deducting a big 
percentage for the payment of salaries, and 
ostensibly to form a reserve fund. The tempt- 
ing bait was held out to each investor that he 
would make a handsome profit out of the 
lapses of others who could not afford to keep 
up their subscriptions and that he would best 
secure the redemption of the bond held by him 
if he acted as a touter for the concern, draw- 
ing others into the same net. The more new 
subscribers the better chance for the older 
ones getting their money back with a heavy 
profit on the investment. The game was 
akin to that outlined by Zamiel to the Black 
Crook. “A hundred souls, a hundred years”’ 
of enjoyment, but without a fresh victim se- 
cured every now and then the result was im- 
mediate misery. 

The longer the cumulative process contin- 
ued the more did the indebtedness pile up. 
About two bonds were redeemed for every 
three new ones that were sold, and when addi- 
tional sales could not be made the redeeming 
process came nearly to a dead stop, for the 
current receipts from members who kept on 


} paymg because of the rule that to cease con- 


tributions was to abandon all claimon the 


j treasury were wanted to pay the salaries of 


the officers. There was no money in thejcon- 
cern except what was paid in as subscriptions 


4 to bonds, and the complainants alleged in 


om 


their bill that if the company were wound up 
now it would not pay more than 40 per cent 
of the money put in by them. To this the 
shameless reply was made that if a frand had 
been committed the court could do nothing, 
because the complainants were a party to it 
and must come into court with clean hands 
before they could ask for equity. 

The point was correctly made, though the 
court properly declined to give the defendants 
any benefit from it. The people who invested 
their cash in the glittering enterprise ought 
to have had sense enough to see it was a bait 
to catch fools and that the mducement held 
out was one by which no honest man ought to 
be tempted. By admission of its attorney the 
company will be entirely broken up by the 
action of the court, and this is as it should be. 
The longer such a concern is permitted to 
exist the greater the damage inflicted on the 
community. Itshould have been disrupted 
long ago, but “‘ better late than never.” 


STEWART’S SILVER MANIA, 

Senator Stewart has revived his old propo- 
sition for the free coinage of silver by the 
United States, each dollar to contain 41244 
grains of standard metal, one tenth of which 
is alloy. He has introduced this in the form 
of an amendment to the bill mmtroduced by 
Senator D. B. Hill repealing the act of July 14, 
1890, which directs: the purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver bullion per month and the 
issue of treasury notes thereon. Mr. Stewart 
wants the free coinage of silver ou this basis 
** for the benefit of the depositor,’’ the only 
limitation bemg that it shall be lawful to 
refuse at the mint any deposit of less 
value than $100 and any bullion that 
is so base as to be unsuitable for the 
operation of the mint. The depositors of 
silver bullion at any mint of the United States 
are to receive therefor silver coin or Treasury 
notes, the latter tou be redeemable on demand 
at the Treasury of the United States or at the 
office of any Assistant Treasurer, in either silver 
or gold coin at the option of the United States. 
Such Treasury notes are to be a legal tender in 
payment of all debts, public and private, in 
case the amendment becomes a law. 

Inasmuch as silver is now being produced 
in large quantities at a cost of about 45 cents 
per fine ounce it must follow that the free sil- 
ver coinage dollar would be worth but 35 cents 
of the present gold valuation within a short 
time after the change asked for by Senator 
Stewart. At the outset the purchasing power 
of the dollar might be represented at 64 
cents, as at present. But all of the miners 
who now make a big profit by producing sil- 
ver for sale to the United States would in- 
crease their output just as long and as far as 
the dollars made for them by the government 
would purchase more goods than equivalent to 
the real cost of producing the silver. The result 
would be no better“ market for awhile, anda 
much poorer one than now within a few 
months of the passage of the bill, for the 
artificial market now established for the metal 
being abolished, silver must sink in price till 
it reached a point at which there would be 
only a moderate profit in production from the 
average mine, the same law governing in this 
respect as determines the selling quotations 
for hogs, grain, and cotton. So far as the 
silver men are concerned the change would 
be greatly for the worse, not for the better. 

If the free coinage silver dollar, soon to 
sink to a purchasing value of 35 cents, were 
made legal tender for the payment of all 
debts, public and private, the debtor classes 
in the United States would be able to cancel 
their indebtedness by the payment of little 
more than one-third the money obligation 
at the time it was incurred. Merchants could 
pay off their debts in that easy fashion, and 
so could the men who have bought lands on 
credit. But on the very same reduced scaie 
would be paid the savings of depositors in the 
savings banks, the insurance against losses by 
fire and death, and the capital invested by the 
working classes in the building associations 
of the country. The insursd would have to 
treble their insurance and (the na- 
tional, State, county, and city taxes 
would have to be trebled in order to 
make the avails equally effective 
as at present, and unless the workers succeeded 
in raising the wage scale to three times the 
now current rate they would be worse off 
than now. And while the change from the 
old to the new coniitions was in progress the 
workers in the cities and towns, with the toilers 
on the farm, would suffer ali the loss, while 
the few speculators and capitalists would reap 
the advantage of the movement. That al- 
ways has been the rule, and it must be so 
again. 

Every true friend to the American people 
will hope that this proposition by the wrong- 
headed Stewart will not prevail. Their Repre- 
sentatives in Congress will be recreant to 
duty, as outlined in the latest national piat- 
forms of both the great parties, if they do not 
vote it down, and by such a rousing vote that 
it will stay down for many a long year before 
any one else has the insane courage to revive 
it. If they failin this duty they will assist 
Senator Stewart to plunge the country into a 
worse commercial crisis than any it has passed 

hrough since the years immediately follow- 

ing the close of the Revolutionary war, and 
their names will be execrated by millions of 
American citizens reduced to the depths of 
misery by the suicidal act ofthe men elected 
to serve them in the councils of the Nation.

A “BLACK DRAUGHT” FOR CHARLESTON 
WHITES. 

Ever since the Revolution there have been 
in the State of South Carolina two differing 
and often hostile elements. One was com- 
posed of the plantersof the coast districts and 
the wealthy Charlestonians, and the other of 
the plain farmers—largely of Scotch-Irish de- 
scen t—of the hill country in the western and 
northern part of the State. The great slave- 
owners on the coast aimed to keep political 
power in their own hands, though they were 
in a minority, and they generally succeeded. 

The revolt led a few years ago by Gov. Till- 
man, which upset the old aristocratic dynasty, 
was arevolt of the farmers of the interior. 
The latter have no friendly feelings for the 
Charlestonians, by whom their crops are 
handled, and whom the agriculturists believe 
are making too much money out of them. 
The latest grievance of the Tilimanites was 
the defeat last fall of their Congressional 
candidate at the Democratic primaries held 
in the Charleston district. The Legislature 
which they control is about to inflict what 
from the Southern point of view is the bitter- 
est and most galling of insults on the people 
of Charleston by throwing them into a Con- 
gressional district which shall have an over- 
whelming majority of black votes. 

By the old apportionment the negro coast 
sections north and south of Charleston were 
thrown into one district, which was cut in two 
in the middle by the City of Charleston, which 
was thrown into another district. This was a 
bit of gerrymandering to make ali the Con- 
gressmen Democratic, with one possible ex- 
ception. Anew apportionment is now being 
made and it is intended to punish Charleston 
for its misdeeds. A Columbia paper says 
pleasantly : 

The people throughont our State demanded 
that.it be given a dose of the “ black draught” 
in order to remove the bile that has collected on 
its political stomach and thus purify its system. 

These remarks and the apportionment bill 
referred to have thrown the Charleston News 
and Courier into convulsions of rage and 


fury worse than those which rent it when it 


| was howling over the “force bill.” It speaks 
of the “infamy” of the suggestions of the 
Columbia paper and the “devilish ingenuity ” 
of the author of the bill. It says that Charles- 
ton must not be “degraded ” by being put in 
@ district with negroes. Its high-toned and 


negro domination by South Carolinians. The 
paper has no objection to sacrificing Beaufort 
and Georgetown to such a dreadful fate, but 
it believes that the Charlestonian is a superior 
article of white and should be preserved from 
this odious “ black draught.” 

Then, abandoning a dictatorial tone, the 
News and Courier gates down on its knees to the 
members of the Legislature and begs them 
not to ruin Charleston. It tells how the com- 
merce of that place has thrived while it has 
had white Congressmen, and how the labors 
of the latter have been of general benefit to 
the State, while if a colored mgn 1s allowed 
to represent the district the value of city 
property will ‘run down, vessels will shun its 
harbors and the State will suffer as well as 
the city, 

The humiliation and agony of spirit which 
may be the lot of the sensitive Charlestonians 
mey move one to sympathy, but, as the Co- 
lumbia paper says, unfeelingly, ** with our 
overwhelming black population, the negro 
must be dumped somewhere.”” The whites of 
other places have had him for about twenty 
years. Why should not the Charlestonians 
take him in their turn, thus purifying their 
systems, and teaching them that the Tillman- 
its are not to be fooled with? 


. Tue last census shows that there were living 
in 1890 a million and a half men who were on 
the army rolls during the war. Presumptive- 
ly they were the younger and healthier por- 
tion of the two and three-quarter millions 
who enlisted for longer or shorter terms, 
Probably they consisted in good part of those 
who entered the service towards the close of 
the war and who never knew the hardships of 
the camp and the dangers of the battle, and 
of the men who were mustered in for a hun- 
dred days or six months and who performed 
little more than garrison duty. 

The Democrats are asking why of those 
1,500,000 survivors—though allowance should 
be made for tne deaths of thg last two years 
— 700,000 should be receiving pensions. There 
are now about 900,000 names on the roils, but 
the excess is made up of the names of widows, 
children, and navy and Mexican war pension- 
ers. A few thousand widows draw pensions 
because their husbands served in the war of 
1812. There are pending half a million claims 
of soldiers or their widows under the Depend- 
ent law. About 300,000 of these are soldiers. 
The Democrats are asking whether these men 
are to be put on the rolls and about all the 
survivors of the war to get pensions. If so, they 
say that, counting the widows, there soon will 
be nearly a million and a quarter of pensioners. 
And, asin many cases when the pensioned hus- 
band dies his wite will stepinto his shoes, they 
ask when the roll will shrink to what they con- 
sider reasonable size. They seem to be afraid 
that it willtake over two hundred millions a 
year to pay these pensions and they ask where 
the money is to come from. 

These are questions which the Democrats 
must answer next year. Itremains to be 
seen if they can do so in a way which will be

The Republicans swept 
Lowell for the first time in many years, and 
Worcester cast the biggest majority it has 
ever given for a Republican Mayor, besides 
swinging over to license by a change of 2,000 
votes.

THOSE EDISON SMOKESTACKS. 


Little Being Done to Suppress the Minia- 
ture Vesuvius. 

Chicago Inter-Ocean: The vigorous manner in 
which the Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
has gone about the prosecution of offenders has 
resulted in a marked improvement in the atmos- 
pheric conditions of the city. While the improve 
ment in the business district is general there are 
still a few firms whose chimneys pour out dense 
smoke in unlimited quantities. 

One of the worst pollaters of the atmosphere is 
the plant of the Chieago Edison Electric com- 
pany on Adams street, opposite the Rookery 
Building. For months the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Smoke has been after this company, 
but the officials gave repeated promises that the 
smoke would be abated if only time was given to 
make the necessary alteration on the furnaces. A 
series of experiments was made on the boilers, 
with the result that the Hawley down-draft fur- 
nace’ was adopted asthe best smoke preventer, 
and assurance was given that all the ten boilers 
would be fitted with this furnace about Jan. 1, 
Meantime Secretary Phelps had to content him- 
self by rigidly cultivating the grace of patience 
and hope for the good time coming when the last 
boiler would have a down-draft furnace and the 
sky in the neighborhood of the Government 
Building would be once more visible. 

It is now within two weeks of Jan.1 and only 
three of the ten boilers have been titted with the 
Hawley furnaces. The other seven keep the air 
as black as night in the immediate neighborhood 
and the officials of the company say they have 
got such a rush of work on hand that they can 
not afford to stop any of their boilers. So, while 
the busy season continues, good-natured citizens 
who work about the Rookery, the Home Insur- 
ance Building, the Government Building, and the 
guests of the Grand Pacific Hotel will have to 
lay in a stock of patience and put upwith the 
soot as best they can. Secretary Phelps may not 
be so lenient with the company after the Christ- 
mas holidays. It may be that the charitable 
spirit of Christmas withholds fora time the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Smoke from going on 
the warpath, but Secretary Phelps and his staff 
are quietly making notes on the recent doings of 
the smokestacks.

IN SENATE AND HOUSE, 


But Little Business Transacted by Congress 
Yesterday. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 15.—A strong pres | 
entation in favor of the claimant of the 
famous McGarrahan case was made in the 
Senate today by Mr. Hunton of Virginia 
The point was that President Lincoln had de- 
cided in support of the claim, that the patent 
was signed and afterward mutilated.

WOMEN ON THE JURIES. 


Mrs. Palmer Scores a Point with the Board 
of Control, 

Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of the Board 
of Lady Managers, is taking steps to insure a 
representation of women on such committees 
of awards as may be appointed to distribute 
medals and diplomas.

WANT AN ENTRANCE TO THE FAIR. 


A Gate at the South Side of the Grounds 
Asked For. 

A meeting of residents of South Chicago, 
Windsor Park, and Cheltenham was held last 
night at Holbridge Hall, at Cheltenham, in the 
interest of securing an entrance to the World’s 
Fair at the south end of the grounds. A peti- 
tion addressed to President Higinbotham and 
the Board of Control of the World’s Fair asks 
the Board to provide a public entrauce to the 
World’s Fair grounds at Yates avenue and 
Sixty-seventh street. The reasons for making 
this request are that petitioners can reach the 
grounds at this point either on foot or from 
the South Shore station of the Illinois Central 
railroad, Yates avenue and Seventy-tirst 
street, and within four blocks of the entrance; 
also by the South Chicago Electric railroad. 

The entrances as now decided on are all 
west of the Baltimore and Ohio tracks and 
petitioners weuld be obliged to cross the 
tracks of this railroad at a grade either at 
Seventy-ninth, Seventy-fifth, or Seventy-first 
streets, also the Illinois Central railroad 
tracks running from their main line east on 
Seventy-firstgtreet to their entrance at the 
south of the Exposition grounds. 


Government Exhibits Arrive. 


At the Government Building three carloads of 
exhibits from the National Museum have been 
unloaded, and two more cars of the first consign- 
ment are somewhere in Chicago. As soon as they 
reach the building the boxes will be epened and 
the work of arranging the exhibit will begin. An 
immense case, 8 feet high and 75 feet long, is 
nearly ready. This, the first consignment to the 
Government Building, is but the forerunner of 
numberless shipments, which were ordered to be- 
gin Dec. 15. will be put in place as fast as 
they arrive, as there will be no time to spare. 
The five cars contain the contribution of the Unit- 
ed States Fish Commission, which includes sev- 
eral hundred articles. There are seventy-five 
hatching-boxes in the lot. 


The President as a Drawing Card, 


The National Commissioners are beginning to 
congratulate themselves that the Boardof Di- 
rectors will appropriate no money for the open- 
ing exercises next May. They figure that if the 
directory spends no funds it will claim no au- 
thority in making the program and the commis- 
sion will be left to manage the entire affair. The 
members on the National Committee on Cere- 
monies think they can raise enough money to 
provide for necessary expenses and have at the 
same time opening ceremonies of a national char- 
acter. They calculate upon President Cleveland 
being a big drawingecard. He, they think. will 
create as much interest in the May ceremonies as 
three-fourths of the features of the dedicatory 
ceremonies did. 


Assigned to Duty at the Fair. 

Wasnineaton, D. C., Dec. 15,—[Special. }—Capt 
H, D. Borup, the young army ordnance officer 
who was recalled from duty as military attaché 
atthe Paris legation in consequence of the fuss 
made by the French newspapers over his alleged 
connections with certain stolen plansof French 
fortification, has been ordéred to duty as as- 
sistant to the officerin charge of the ordnance 
exhibit at the World’s Fair. This, as far as the 
War Wepartment is concerned, closes the inci- 
dent. Capt. Borup has never been blamed by the 
War Department for any of his acts while 
abroad, Hehad not been given duty before be- 
cause the department could not make up its mind 
what to do in his case. 


Hawali at the World’s Fair. s 

San Francisco, Cal, Dec. 15.—Mail advices 
from Honolulu state that Hawaii will be repre 
sented at the World’s Fair by its famous band, 
$12,000 having been appropriated, which sum will 
be increased by receipts from concerts given 
abroad. Col. G. W. MacFarlane and the Hon. L. 
A. Thurston go forward by the steamer Australia.

DID HOLLENBECK KILL HIMSELF? 


Auburn Park’s Postmaster Is Thought to 
Have Committed Suicide. 

The body of John W. Hollenbeck, the miss- 
ing Postmaster of Auburn Park, may be in 
Lake Michigan. Since his disappearance 
Tuesday night nothing has been heard of him. 
The theory that the missing man has taken 
his own life is generally accepted by the peo- 
ple of Auburn Park. His financial affairs 
both at the postoffice and the bank which he 
conducted in the same building with the post- 
office on Seventy-ninth street were found to 
be all right. Domestic infelicity and over. 
work are said to have unsettled Hollenbeck’s 
mind. The family of the missing man con- 
sists of a wife, four small children, and a 
daughter aged 18, the child of Hollenbeck’s 
first wife. They oceupy a comfortably ar- 
ranged house at No. 7909 Winter street. Mrs. 
Hollenbeck is confident that her husband will 
return because he left a note to that effect in 
a rubber overshoe on the back porch. 

‘*He was the best man to his family that 
ever lived,’’ said she yesterday, “and never 
was away from home a night in his life until 
this time. He was not in his right mind, and 
that, I think, accounts for his disappearance. 
He has been 1n poor health for over a year, 
and of late he has been growing despondent. 
He was in low spirits Tuesday evening when 
here last. ‘While Iam sure his mind is un- 
balanced, Ido not think he has committed 
suicide,”’

HAS LITTLE FAITH IN THE PROJECT. 


W. H. Cairnduff Is Skeptical About the 
Chicago, Lake View and Suburban Road. 
‘* From what little I know about the Chi- 

cago, Lake View and Suburban railroad I 

have drawn the inference that the scheme is 

not a legitimate one,” said W. H. Cairnduff, 
who has large real estate interests on the 

North Shore, yesterday. ‘ Five hundred 

thousand dollars is but a mite to back an 

enterprise of that kind, and certain names 
that have been inentioned in connection with 
the project do not lead me to have confidence 
in it. A system such as has been suggested 
by the company is desirable and I wouid be 
one of the first to favor it if I was positive 
that it was worthy of support. Ifa fraudulent 
company were to get a franchise it would 
shut out legitimate enterprises of this kind 
and huld back the growth of that section 
and the accommodations that the resi- 
dents now need. If this company grabbed 
everything nothing could be done until they 
were ready to sell out. At least 100,000 people 
would be benefited by the proposed system. 


HAWAII WANTS FREE TRADE. 


Commercial Usion with the States Would 
End All Difficulties. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 15.—-| Special. ]— 
“Give us free trade between the Sandwich 
Islands and the United States,’’ remarked Dr. 
Mott Smith, the Hawaiian Minister, ‘“* and 
there will be no further disputes or talks 
about annexation or a protectorate by Great 
Britain.

OONKEY OONCESSION TO BE THOR- 
OUGHLY INVESTIGATED. 


Fullest Opportunity to Be Given Organ- 
ized Workingmen to Substantiate 
Charges Made Against the World’s Fair 
Management in the Matter of Award- 
ing the Contract for Printing Cata- 
logues—The Committee Has No Author- 
ity to Discuss Union Labor, 

How much truth ther® is in the charges that 
fraud was exercised in awarding a concession 
to the W. B. Conkey company for printing 
the World’s Fair catalogues will, it is expect- 
ed, be given to the public to-day. At 2 o’clock 
this afternoon Director Edwin Walker, ex- 
Judge Thomas Moran, and Mark L. Crawford 
will hear formal charges to be preferred by 
representatives of organized labor. These 
men,constituting the Investigating committee, 
were ready yesterday afternoon to hear com- 
plaints by the labor people, but the latter were 
not ready to prefer them, and an adjournment 
was taken until today. 

When the meeting is called toorder at 2 
o’clock the labor representatives will devote 
themselves to an explanation of the charges 
contained in paragraph 1. of their protest, 
which in substance are that ‘‘we can prove that 
Charles H. Taney, proprietor of the Wheeling 
“es Va.) Register,a paper of great political in- 

uence in that State, has a block of stock in 
this mysterious catalogue publishing com- 
pony that another politician from the same 

tate is in the deal, and that certain local 
wealthy World’s Fair officials are also deeply 
in the job.”” The labor people seem confident 
that they can prove that an attempt has been 
made to suppress competition for the contract 

“in order that certain officers of the Fair 

might reap pecuniary benefit or satisfy their 

political ambition.”’ 

While tne first charge is aimed indiscrimi- 
nately at the entire Exposition management 
the last clause applies particulary to J. W. St. 
Clair of West Virginia, a member of the 
Board of Control of the National Commission 
and a member of the Council of Administra- 
tion. 

Insinuations Against Mr. St. Clair. 


The insinuation is that Mr. St. Clair secured 
for C. H. Taney, the editor of the Wheeling 
Register, the concession for 4 a direc- 
tory of exhibiters at the World’s Fair. Mr. 
St. Clair does not deny that he helped, or 
in fact was chiefly instrumental, in secur- 
ing for Mr. Taney this concession for 
the purpose of placating the hate gy te [8~ 
ter, and bringing it into line for the World’s 
Fair appropriation, which was passed by the 
last session of Congress. The Register is re- 
garded as a powerful newspaper in West Vir- 
ginia politics, and owing to a personal feeling 
between its editor and Mr. St Clair it an- 
tagonized every -movement, State and na- 
tional, in favor of the Exposition. The con- 
cession for printing the directory, which Col. 
St. Clair secured for Editor Tanay, changed 
the entire policy of the paper, and swung the 
West Virginia delegation in Congress in 
favor of the World’s Fair appropriation. 

To secure this result is ali Mr. St. Clair says 
he had in mind when the directory concession 
was awarded. He declares he has no pecu- 
niary interest whatever in the matter, and to 
leave no room for doubt as to the truthfulness 
of his statement. he yesterday asked for an 
immediate investigation of the matter by the 
Board of VUontrol, of which he ise a member. 
He made the request in the following com- 
munication, which was received by the Board 
of Cuntrol yesterday morning:

Will Make an Investigation. 


The communication was considered and the 
following resolution adapted by the board: 

Resolved, That a committee of three, to consist 
of President Paimer.

McKenzie, and Commissioner Martindale, be con- 
stituted to make the fullest investigation of the 
charges reférred to in said communication with- 
out delay, andja full report of their proceedings 
and findings to the board at the earliest prac- 
ticable day. 

As soon as this was done a telegram was 
sent to C. H. Taney, requesting his immediate 
presence in Chicago. 

**We shail begin the investigation,” said 
President Palmer last night, “‘as soon as Mr. 
Taney reaches Chicago. Col. St. Clair will 
have the benefit of a straightforward examina- 
tion into his connection with the concession 
for a directory.” 

Mr. St. Clair’s relations to the concession 
may be regarded as forming the burden of 
charge No. 1 preferred by the labor people. 
As to members of the directory being involved 
in any scandalous proceedings there is small 
belief that any testimony worthy of consid- 
eration can be produced. At least members 
of the Ways and Means committee took the 
whole matter good-naturedly yesterday after- 
noon, and apparently thought a huge joke 
was perpetrated upon them. Some of the 
leading citizens of Chicago are on that Ways 
and Means committee, and they appear to be 
amused more than interested in the vague 
charges of connivance. 

The principal feature of yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the committee appointed to investigate 
charges was the reluctance of the labor repre- 
sentatives to substantiate their declarations that 
fraud and bribery had entered into the award- 
ing of the concessions. They wanted to stick to 
the question of “‘econornic features”? of the 
award. Still they promised to be present this 
afternoon ana substantiate with witnesses all 
they had charged. 

Ready to Hear Complaints. 


Director Edwin Walker, ex-Judge Moran, 
and Mark Crawford took seats in the Board of 
Directors’ room shortly after 40’clock yester- 
day and announced themselves reaay to hear 
complaints, M. H. Madden, W. C. Roberts, 
J. C, Harding, Frank A. Kidd, and Henry As- 
kew, all members ot Typographical Union 
No. 16, were present to represent the labor 

ple. No delegates were present from the 
rade and Labor Assembly. 

It devolved upon Mr. Askew to do the speak- 
ing for the labor people. Before he began 
Mr. Walker outlined the duties of the com mit- 
tee by announcing that it had been appointed 
to represent the Executive committee in open- 
ing a channel for all proper inquiries in rela- 
tion to concessions. He said there was to be 
no restriction. He asked that the charges be 
preferred in the order in which they were 
named in the labor committee’s protest. He 
didn’t desire any statements of a flimsy char- 
acter such as might grow out of hearsay, ru- 
mors, Or newspaper statements. He wanted 
such facts as would be regarded competent in 
a regular court of inquiry. He assured the 
labor men that the committee was ready to 
hear all they might have to say provided they 
wasted no time on subjects irrelevant to their 


protest. 

“In behalf of che Typographical Union and 
the Trades Assembly,’”’ said Mr. Askew, “I 
am here to make an effort to substantiate our 
charges. Before we go any further I wish to 
ask whether your committee is empowered to 
recommend, if sufficient evidence be fur- 
hished by us, that the Conkey contract be an- 
nulled.” 


Will Ask for Evidence. 


** You are asking the committee to commit 
itself in advance,”’ said Mr. Walker. “ We 
can hardiy do that. We shall ask you to pro- 
duce evidence in substantiation of your first 
charge which reflects on members of the 
Board of Directors as well as Exposition 
officials generally. As I view it, our authority 
ends with making a report of our conclusions 
to the Executive committee. Probably we 
might make recommendations.”’

M,. H. Madden, in talking of the matter, 
said yesterday: ‘“ Every organization repre- 
sented in the American Federation of Labor 
was instructed by its local union to vote for 
an open Sunday.

REAL GROUND OF CHALLENGE, 


Lines Upon Which Objection to the Conkey 
Award Should Be Urged. 

Chicago Times: Two Congressmen of Chicago, 
Messrs. McGann and Durborow, nave forwarded 
to the Columbian authorities a telegram protest- 
ing against approval of the award of the cata- 
logue concession to Conkey, who is described in 
the telegram as an enemy of organized labor. 
Such award, it is stated, will be considered viola- 
tion of a promise of fair treatment of organized 
labor and will be resented by its friends. 

Organized labor is entitled to fair treatment, 
as the promise has been made that fair treatment 
should be had. All labor is entitled to exactly 
the same treatment, We must not get away 
from that feature of it. The right of an individual 
to make contract for himself is as sacred a right 
as any possessed by an American. 

The real ground of challenge against the grant- 
ing of the concession to Conkey lies in the fact 
that trustees of the Exposition company, who are 
trustees not only for the shareholders in the com- 
pany but also for the City of Chic which has 
given $5,000,000, of the United States of Amer- 
ica, which has made a contribution of $2,500,000 
had no pent in morals, and probably had no legal 
right, tO make an award of this character with- 
out having submitted all the factors to the con- 
sideration of every reputable person engaged in 
the business of publication. The committee has 
not done this. it has chosen, rather, without any 
information on the subject gathered by precise 
figures submitted to t as the re- 
sult of advertisement to give the 
concession to & man who now appears to 
be an opponent of the Typographical Union. The 
award ought not to be approved by the Board of 
Control, if it has any authority to pass apon the 
subject at all, upon theground that it was not the 
result of competitive action. The star-chamber 
method of doing business does not commend 
itself to the honesty or common sense of the peo- 
ple who are interested in this Exposition, and, if 
not a shareholder, every one who is a resident of 
_——— is by reason of the public gift of $5,000,000 
directly and pecuniarily interested in the state of 
affairs of the corporation. This is the ground 
upon which this objection to the Conkey award 
should be urged, and aes earnestly. it is im- 
probable that an injunction would lie against an 
award made in that sort of a way.

KANSAS DEMOORATS OOUNT OHIOK- | 


ENS BEFORE THEY’RE HATOHED. 


Caucus Held at Topeka and Pians Made for 
Federal Patronage—Judge John Martin 
in the Lead if Democrats Have the Say 
~Republicans Caucus at Washington 
and Discuss the Advisability of Inter- 
fering in Senatorial Contests—David B. 
Hill for Secretary of State. 

Torzxa, Kas., Dec. 15,—[Special.]—The 
ineeting of the Democratic State Central com- 
mittee in this city today was attended by near- 
ly every prominent Democrat in Kansas and 
about every candidate for a Federal position 
in the State. The committee meeting was 
conducted secretly, but the gathering resolved 
itself into a Democratic conference in which 
the Senatorial contest was the chief topic of 
discussion. 

Judge John Martin has undoubtedly got the 
support of the majority of the Democrats in 
the State, and today’s conference has proven 
greatly to his advantage. There is, how- 
ever, a strong Democratic opposition. to 
his candidacy which is prompted by ex-Gov. 
Glick, who fears that in the event of Martin’s 
election his influence with President Cleve- 
land will be broken. Glick and Martin have 
for years been leaders of rival factions in 
Kansas,and the advancement of one is al- 
ways opposed by the other. To break Mar- 
tin’s strength Giick has been instrumental in 
bringing out several other Democrats as Sen- 
aturial candidates. The most promincnt are 
Bailey Waggener of Atchison and Col. W. C, 
Johns, Chairman of the State Central com- 
mittee, 

Martin is undoubtedly stronger with the 
Populist members of the Legislature than any 
other Deinocrat, and if a Populist caucus de- 
cides who the next Senator shall be and he is 
selected from the Democrats Martin is al- 
inost certain to be the man. It was reported, 
however, on the best authority, that seven or 
eight Republican Populists have declared in 
the event of Martin’s nomination by the Pop- 
ulist caucus that they will go to the Repub- 
lican candidate, thus insuring his electi 

Repuoplicans lack but four of a majority 
in the Legislature on joint baliot, and this 
may be reduced one or two after the 
contests in the House have been settled.

ILLINOIS DELEGATION SATISFIED. 


The Members Don’t See Why Democrats at 
Home Shouldn't Share This Pleasure. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special. ]— 
Jealous-minded persons are trying to poke 
fun at the [Illinois delegation because of its 
meeting yesterday. Funny stories continue 
to be told of the solemn way in which the 
Congressmen tried to excuse themselves for 
coming together and then adjourned without 
a hint of parceling out the patronage. But 
the followers of Morrison, Paimer, and 
Springer, respectively, are satisfied. They 
think the moral effect of unifying the delega- 
tion will help them all. The cutgoing Con- 
gressmen, Busey, Scott Wike, and Owen 
Scott, are also satisfied.

Inasmuch as 
the whole delegation is pleased with itself the 
members can afford to treat with indifference 
the shaft of ridicule which has been leveled at 
them. What the folks out in Illinois think is 
another matter, but they don’t see why the 
Democrats at home should not share their 
pleasure that harmony is to prevail. 

E. C. Wall of Wisconsin is here consulting 
Senator Vilas and other Democratic leaders.

REPUBLICANS IN CAUCUS, 


Committee to Consider the Wisdom of In- 
terfering in Senatorial Contests. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 15.—The Re- 
publican Senatorial caucus met again at 10 
o’clock this morning and further discussed 
the program to be followed by the party 
Senatorial 
contests in several of the Western 
States. A resolution offered by Senator 
Hawley of Connecticut was adopted 
authorizing the Chairman (Senator Sher- 
man to appoint a committee of 
five Senators to take into consideration the 
wisdom and propriety of Senatorial interfer- 
ence in these contests. The obvious purpose 
of the resolution isto reflect unpleasantly 
upon the “ pernicious activity ’’ of the Demo- 
cratic Caucus committee in this matter. 

The consensus of opinion expressed was 
that while the Senators did not desire nor in- 
tend to interfere with the States in carrying 
out the will of the people, it was the duty of 
the Republican Senators to resent strenuously 
the assertions of the Democrats who are now, 
as they charge, trying to pervert public senti- 
ment. 

It was shown to the satisfaction of the cau- 
cus that the Democratic “ steering commit- 
tee’ had no ground upon which to stand 
when it gave out the authorized interview in 
New York, and in corroboration of this some 
figures were produced. In Nebraskait was 
said by the speakers that the Democrats had 
but fourmembers in the entire Legislature 
and in Kansas but seveateen. In North Da- 
kota the Republicans had a clear majority of 
nine in both branches andin Wyoming five. 
In California and Montana the vote is close, 
with the Populists holding the balance of 
power. 

Senstor Morrill made a strong speech in 
which he deprecated the assertions made by 
the Democrats and urged that the Repub- 
licans do whatever might be necessary to 
make plain the fact that such assertions were 
based upon the assumptions of the most vio- 
lent character and insulting to the integrity 
and honesty of the Republican party.

LOST IT ON THE LAST TUEN. 


McGinley Encountered the “End 
Squeeze” and the “ Double Qdd,” 

George Seaton, now under bonds for de- 
frauding Mctsinley, the capitalist, out of sev- 
eral thousand dollars at a faro game, has been 
in Chicage for a couple of years. In that 
time he has converted to his own use of other

thousand dollars. Seaton is a quiet, unobtru- 
sive man, never seen in the company of pro- 
fessional gamblers. He is a skillful faro 
dealer of the cheating variety, and as such 
known all over the country. Seaton has been 
unmolested while in Chicago up to the time 
of the McGinley episede. His method of 
procedure was ciearly stated by his 
victim in so far as the detail of get- 
ting McGinley to the improvised faro bank 
was concerned. It’s the old story—an adver- 
tisemeut of a business chance; a faro dealer, 
with a drunken, mean employer, a desire to 
allow some outsider to win out the bank roll; 
all that is necessary is :wnovey and nerve;:a 
sure thing always? 

McGinley is not the only man in Chicago 
who has been robbed in this way. In the ver- 
nacular of the world the procedyre is called 
** Giving the last tura.’”’?’ The man who does 
the dealing at the faro game agrees to indi- 
cate tu the McGinley who sits before him the 
position of the cards when there are but seven 
or five mm the box. This he says he will do by 
locating his fingers on the faro-box on a sys- 
tem unders by the dealer and his fool- 
victim. The implemé@nts used are simple and 
easily understood by men on the turf. A 
faro-box with an “‘end squeeze”’ and a “ put 
back ”’ plate, and cards of the style known as 
“double odd.” 

A pack of *‘ double odd ”’ cards numbers fifty- 
four, and the dealer has control of two turns, 
making the cards win or lose as pleases. 
These foul cards are in the box usuaily on 
the seven or five card turn. Now suppose the 
**double odd ”’ is in the box, or the nine spot 
and the tray, and McGinley is playing. 
seven card turn comes, and the dealer signals 
to him as per agreement that the nine is a 
winner, McGinley puts all the money his con- 
science will permit on the nine, and his heart 
goes up into his throat as the nine loses on the 
turn. The dealer “signs’’ up a tray to him. 


‘McGinley planks down another wad of money 


and loses a second time. McGinley 1s fright- 
ened now, and the dealer, so scon as he gets 
a chance, tells McGinley he didn’t understand 
the signals. That’s all. So he gets more 
money and history repeats itself. 

Ordinarily a man who plays against the last 

turn does not make an outcry when he is 
robbed, because by so doing he admits his in- 
tention to rob somebody else. That is where 
McGinley looms up asareformer? ‘He won’t 
lay quiet, McGinley won’t,”’ and proposes to 
bring the wicked Seaton to justice. McGin- 
ley will get—well, he will get what a chap 
named Lacey used to get when he played faro 
bank out West. Every time he lost $250 he 
had a cordial invitation todrink with the 
dealer. 
The “last turn” swindle struck Chicago 
amidships along in 1874 and 1875, as the bunko 
placer mining gave out. It was successfully 
introduced here by Mr. Abraham Gautier, 
known to the shady side of life as “‘Jew Abe.” 
Mr. Gautier was ably assisted by atall man 
known as Col, ——. Said Colonel has gone into 
semi-legitimate business with money he and 
Jew Abe won, anc he would be horrified if he 
= his name coupled up with that of bis old 
chum. 

The Colonel and Jew Abe needed a man to 
play the role of the drunken capitalistic faro- 
bank owner and they found one in the person 
of an ex-hackman of the time of those good: 
souls, Bill Rice, Jim Jones, and “Put.”” The 
gentleman’s name was Bob Brice. His form 
was portly and his nose well reddened. He 
was dressed up, loaded with big diamonds and 
whisky, until he played his part to an alispice. 

The first man of note the trio got was an 
ex-railroad contractor of a name well known 
in Chicago. He was a devotee of the faro-bank 
and willing to win the other fellow’s money. 
He lost 000 and never did squeal. Other 
smaller tish fell in and the firm of Gautier & 
Co. gathered in $75,000 here, operating all the 
time in a most respectable hotel of great 
prominence. Chicago got pretty hot after 
a while and the combination went to 
West St. Louis, where it did 
remarkably well. A member of the Illinois 
Legislature chipped in $4,000 to keep the wolf 
from the door of the party. Now Bob Bruce 
never had $100 at one time until he went into 
é Money came in so 
quick and fast, in such large sums, that he 
lost his mind, and in fact went clean daft. 
He was taken to an Illinois asylum for the in- 
sane and died there some yearsago. The 
Colonel held on to his part of the winnings, or 
to be mcre accurate, stealings. ‘“‘Jew Abe’ 
cut a mighty swath for a long time, and as 
one of the rounders said, ** We can never ho 
to get up to him, but there is one comfort, ~ 
will soon be broke and come back to us.” 
“Jew Abe” shook the nud of the West off his 
enameled shoes long ago and went East. So 
Mr. McGinley is not without company. Many 
another man has tried the last turn to his 
sorrow, and many another will yet do so, But 
few will squeal. 


FOR THE ADMISSION OF ARIZONA. 


Gov. Murphy Urging It—Other News from 
the National Capital. 

Wassineton, D. Ci, Dec. 15.—[{Special.]— 
Gov. Murphy of Arizona is in Washington 
strongly urging the immediate admission of the 
Territory into the Union. He contends that the 
strength and population of the Territory are un- 
questioned, and that its late rapid growth is al- 
most phenomenal. The people of the Territory 
under legislative sanction have already framed a 
Constitution for a State, which was submitted to 
a vote of tha people and adopted by a large ma- 
jority, and an admission act based upon the Con- 
stitution as adopted is now pending before the 
Senate Committee on Territories, it having passed 
the House almost unanimously.

The Milwaukee Man’s Check Will Be Left 
Up for Half a Year—If Zimmerman Ke- 
fuses in That Time to Accept the Defi 
Is Open to the World—The Challenge 
Has the True Ring and Cannot Be 
Slighted—General Sporting News and 
Gossip. 

Ifin six months from this Zimmerman, who 
by that time will be in the pink of condition 
and therefore cannot decently evade a chal- 
lenge from any first-class racing wheelman, is 
inclined to renew the subject of a match with 
Sanger he can be accommodated. 


P. H. Sercombe of Milwaukee has just de- 


clared his willingness to allow Tug Trisuns 
to hold his check for $500 until the champion 
can get fit. But should Zimmerman still per- 
sist in dodging the match Mr. Sercombe says 
he will back Sanger against any rider in the 
world. That has the right ring to it. It re- 
veais singular generosity to an adversary in 
distress, and shows clearly that the original 
proposition was not an idle brag, intended to 
borrow celebrity for Sanger at the expense of 
Zimmerman, whose temporary unsound con- 
dition made it impossible for him, the proven 
greatest rider in the world, to accept a defiance 
from anybody, 

Fit, the champion would as soon race Sanger 
for a trophy as for a fortune, for it is not, as 
many have supposed, the money stake that has 
hindered the match, but the serious physical mis- 
fortune which has overtaken the Eastern rider. 
In amending his challenge Mr. Sercombe narrates 
the early history of the subject and stands upon 
the ground which experience has shown is the 
only safe footing for those who would encourage 
the sport. Heis for amateurism and so are the 
principals. It was the intervention of others 
which gave toa harmless challenge a meaning 
pregnant with deception. Here is what he says 


in a letter to Tue TRIBUNE: 
MILWAUKEE. Wis., Dec. 14.—I wish to correct an 
- reasion largely promulgated by the cycle trade 
riters. though not credited by the dailies—namely: 
that Il was the prime mover in encouraging the race 
between Sanger and Zimmerman, and that 
prompted by business motives. The two above 
propositions I wish to moat emphatically deny, as 
he original proposition for thir race came from Mr. 
Zimmerman’s own lips. It was at the Chicago Cycling 
club-house on the morning of the sgeond day of the 
Washington Park tournament that let tall a re- 
mark to the effect that I considered oa the best 
maninthe world. This was immediately repeated 
by some one within hearing to Mr. Zimmerman.who 
was in the house at the time. who. in his gentieman- 
ly.quiet way soon came und sat down beside me, ask- 
ing if I meant what i said, and if so “would I back 
itup” in a race between himself and Sanger. On 
the impulse I stated that I would to any reasonable 
amount, first saying that I would gladly venture 
$100. and after some talk back and fortn raising the 
amount to $500, distinctly stating that tt must be en- 
tirely within amateur lines and that it should re- 
quire a series of three races at sham ionship dis- 
tances to decide the winner. @ $1,000 trophy, 
#500 of the amount to be put cea each side, was 
decided upon, and every reader of your paper 
knows that so expensive a trophy has never 
before been run for by Mr. Sanger, Mr. Zim- 
merman, or any other racing man in America. 
Mr. Zimmerman thereupon stated that he and his 
friends would see me at Washington Park in the after- 
noon and that the entire matter would be arranged, 
assuring me of the fact that he considered the matter 
settied. Meeting Mr. Zimmerman and his friends 
in the afternoon at the park. all was in a fair way to 
be settied then and there, when Willis B. Troy ap- 
peared on the scene, saying: “ Now, gentlemen. 
whilethis match is being arranged let us have it 
done up in good style with a side bet of 810.000.” 
This, of course, took away our breath and rut an en- 
tirely different phase on the whole matter. The 
conversation then fell into discussing the matter of 
, bets, amateurism. etc. 

In the above I have simply taken pains to show the 
facts, and that is that the proposition for this race 
came entirely from the Zimmerman side of the 
house, and thatI was not. as the ‘porting Li‘e has 
staied, advertising a good rider by means of a better 
one.’ 1 am still of the opinion that there is no man 
in the county who can beat Walter Sanger in a series 
of three races, as stated in my original letter to THE 
Trisune. Lam wilting to leave the monvy up and 
give Mr. Zimmerman six months if necessary to get 
in shape to ride for the trophy; and in case Mr.
